Th» State University .Laboratory. 


The current issue of The 0-'ci'lent 


gives an interesting description of

A POOR MAN'S FILTER. 


[. D. Hunch«iB Makes On« of a 


Buttlo alad 0om* Cotton. 


M. D. Houghaiu of thia city read in 


the !y,ie,i>ifc Amerlcaniiu article by Pro- 
fe.s-jor I'etor T. Austen, Ph. O. C. S., 
on a poor man's tiller. Following the 
directions, he made a filter in halt an 
hour, and he say! it gives excellent re- 
sults. The article whence he obtained 
the direction is accordingly rc-prmted, 
ad follows: 


While J do .not wish to undervalue 


any,of the eicellent small filters-now 
on the mari;et, I desire to explain a 
simple method bv which »ny house- 
keeper of average intelligence cnn make 
un inexpensive contrivance which will 
do its work in a way not easily sur- 
passed either in result?, eflicacy, rapid 
ity. or simplicity by auy filter that can 
he boutrltt. tiucli a filter can be set up 
in u short lime at any plane, and will 
be found particularly nseiul when one 
is away 1'rom home, for then special ap- 
pliances are r:0t always easy to obtain. 


It hts bee:i kuown for many years 


that th«! addition of a mmtite amount 
ot alum to a water containing bicarbon 
ute of lime in solution (and most na- 
tural waters contain more or le?s of 
this substance) will cause tbe forma- 
tion of a gelatinous precipitate. This 
precipitate entangles and collects the 
suspended matter and germs, forming 
coagulated and , agslomerated masses 
which are easily removed by simple 
filtration. 
Waters containing clay or 


mud which is so fine that a mechanical 
lilter cannot remove it, when treated 
with a small amount of alum can be til- 
lered perfectly clear through a coarse 
lillcr. "The alum thus added is not left 
111 tho water, but is removed by the lil- 
tratinn, for its active constituent, the 
aluminic sulphate, iy decomposed and 
precipitated bv the action of tbe dis- 
solved bicarbonate ofliiuc.
